The Nebraska Supreme cour^ 
held under advisement following 
argument Tuesday a case brought 
to determine what the state gar- 
; nishment statute provides regard­ 
ing wages earned for services by 
the head of a family. 
Attorneys for Truman A. J ark- 
son, employe of the Inter-state 
Live Stock Commission of Omaha, 
argued that the Douglas county 
District court erred when It gave 
Frank Sargent right to garnishee 
10 percent of J ackson’s wages to 
satisfy a judgment previously ob­ 
tained. J ackson’s counsel said the 
present law exempts wages under 
I such circumstances.

The crux of the case, attorneys 
j agreed, rests on whether a 19 07 


j act, which aimed to open the way 
for garnishment of 10 percent of 
wages, was properly passed.

NINETY DAYS TO PAY 


rp H E ordinary business transaction carries with 


.. 
it in these days of elastic credit the op p or­ 
tunity to p ay for a bill of goods p urchased within 
sixty or ninety day s. 
It can be rightfully argued 
in the face of exp eriences during the World war, 
in the event of the substitution of a p olicy of 
“cash and carry ” for a rigid arms embargo that 
the only condition under which sales should be 
p ermitted is that the cash shall be dep osited 


up on the “barrel head.” 
There is no reason to believe the change made 
in the neutrality legislation in congress Monday 
will arouse President Roosevelt’s disp leasure. 
It has been obvious since last sp ring that Mr. 
Roosevelt’s p rincip al concern goes to the p rob- 
lemi of neutrality p rovok ed by the sacrifice ot 
American lives in which American citizens fool­ 
ishly venture into danger zones, and .the sink ing 
of American ship s engaged in the ordinary p ur­ 
suits of commerce which lik ewise foolishly enter 
dangerous waters. 
There is a good deal to be said for the p resent 
feeling in sup p ort of the demand that a “cash and 
carry ” p olicy follow the exact letter as well as 
the sp irit. 
No great harm could result in either 
—cash at the time the arms and munitions are 
loaded up on the ship s of foreign p urchasers in 
American harbors and title tak en before the ship s 
fara forth—and a 9 0-day p rovision for p ay ment. 
The United States might be nick ed on the first 
order but an alert congressional committee could 
determine within thirty minutes after the lap se 
of the 9 0-day p eriod whether the law had been 
comp lied with fully in all its terms. 
And as a 
simp ]« m atter of human nature if Britain and 
France, as is so frequently charged, hop ed to p ro­ 
cure needed sup p lies in the United States, only 
ordinary intelligence is required to ap p reciate 
they will be the first to recognize the needs of 
p romp t p ay ment. 
That whole subject If any faith is to be im­ 
p osed in the p rivate industries of this country , 
IS largely a m atter of common-sense. 
But no 
harm can come to the fundamentals of the new 
neutrality p rop osals by eliminating the 9 0-day 
p rovision for p ay ment on p urchases. 


What Water Will Do 
n 


T THE time of general rains in Nebrask a, in 
« U instances save a few isolated sections, 
Gage county enjoy ed a downp our that brought 
more than two inches of p recip itation. 
The re­ 
sults were immediately observable. 
Over much of the state winter wheat that was 
■own has not germinated but in Gage county that 
one rain of generous p rc^ortions was enough to 
germinate the seed and p roduce a growth until 
the fields are green and the bare ground is 
eovered. 
In Nebrask a a sea.son of rainfall p rop erly dis­ 
tributed, because reserves of subsoil moisture will 
not be rebuilt in a y ear or even in five y ears, 
nevertheless will fill the granaries and the cribs! 
Geologists say that in much of this p lains region 
it will require from twenty -five to thirty y ears 
to rebuild the water resources under the soil.

T WOULD have been rank heresy In the annals 


of sea history even as late as ten y ears ago 
to suggest the existence of a force which might 
challenge the cap acity of the British navy to rule 
the waves. 


That has been Britain’s boast alway s. 
The em­ 
p ire lavished money up on her navy without stint, 
because 44 millions of p eop le living on the over­ 
crowded British islands, dep ending up on the op en 
sea lanes for their food, realized the most imp or­ 
tant exp enditure made by government in Britain 
was that to insure comp lete mastery of the waves. 
And up to now Britain has had it since the be­ 
ginning of the so-called modern British emp ire. 
From the day Nelson met and won his decisive 
naval battle for Britain there have been none 
to challenge British sup remacy on the ocean. 
•

■ ’T MAY be that sup remacy is unchanged. On the 
.. basis of the few develop ments tak ing p lace 
there is no foundation for the unqualified state­ 
ment that the British navy has abdicated its 
throne. 
But when such exp erienced and such 
eminently qualified writers as Colonel Frederick 
Palmer, dean of the p resent corp s of war corre­ 
sp ondents, comes to the conclusion and p ublicly 
writes that ap p arently the British have learned 
nothing about successful combat of the submarine 
ty p e of warfare since the last shot was fired in 
the last conflict, naturally the question arises what 
about the British navy ? 
All there is to say is that it is tak ing a shellack ­ 
ing which must jolt p eace and the comp lacency 
of the unemotional Britisher. 
It has lost a first 
line battleship , the Roy al Oak , to the submarine. 
It has lost a greater amount of commercial ton­ 
nage to the submarine than it lost during a similar 
p eriod of time in the op ening day s of the World 
war. 
It has suffered the temp orary disability of 
the second largest unit in the forces of its fight­ 
ing crew, according to German rep orts, although 
denied by British sources.

ND sup p lementing the submarine has been 
the heavy bombing of the German air forces. 
The raid up on Edinburgh and the neighboring 
naval base was an audacious p iece of business. 
Plainly it was another of H itler’s sp ectacular 
moves to nurse a demand for p eace among the 
British civilian p op ulation. 
But it was more than 
that in the technical sense. 
It revealed that sk ill­ 
ful, exp erienced aviators, utilizing the latest craft 
in fly ing warfare, actually could mak e matters 
most uncomfortable for naval vessels if not of 
great consequence. 
Hitler’s strategy reveals an amazing thing. 
It’s 
a long way to Australia, to India, to New Zealand, 
to Canada, and to British South Africa and much 
of it lies over the ocean. 
If German bombers can 
tak e to the air, avoid the vigilant p atrols of the 
British air forces, drop down up on one of the 
great naval bases on the coast of Scotland, and 
even at sacrifice exp lode their bombs up on Brit­ 
ish warship s, what can they do in nullify ing the 
imp ortance of the British fleet in interrup ting 
transp ortation with these farflung colonies.

r "» HERE Is one additional step , which unfortun­ 
ately leads into the land of hy steria and of 
needless fear. 
The great p rotection America has 
had are the oceans which sep arate it from other 
continents of warlik e design and p urp ose. 
We 
have said to ourselves that an air force of p rop er 
p rop ortions and equip ment and an adequate fleet 
could p revent America from being invaded by any 
nation. 
With bases established that sense of se­ 
curity becomes less real and a glance into the 
future twenty or thirty y ears ahead may force 
the American p eop le to reverse their attitude up ­ 
on p rep aredness. 
We have felt it was so wasteful and extrava­ 
gant to p our out huge sums of money to defend 
a country already safe from attack by the simp le 
p rocess of geology. 
We may , whether we lik e it

conquest deliberately tak e all advantage of p rop ­ 
erty .

Sitting Tight 


TRIP to Godesburg was once p op ular with 
the heads of smaller Europ ean nations when 
international affairs of state became too p ressing. 
There they were wined and dined; talk ed with, 
shouted at or dictated to; given their role and 
their scrip t and sent home to p lay the p art. 
Of late, destination’s end has been Moscow. 
Perhap s the caliber of entertainment is better 
there; p ossibly the Kremlin chairs are softer and 
the clime more agreeable; may be Chef Stalin is 
brewing a more p otent—for the moment—samovar 
of heady p olitical tea. 
Whatever it is, this ap ­ 
p arently winning game the Moscovites are direct­ 
ing has p olitical analy sts on the run. 
They don’t 
k now what’s up Stalin’s sleeve, and their efforts 
to interp ret the p olicy of this dissatisfied p easant, 
who is the head of 168 millions of p eop le, and a 
tremendous p ower to be reck oned with, must be 
frustrated by the obfuscations within that p olicy . 
Obviously , Russia is seek ing to exp and Russia. 
Without wasting time to radio his p osition to Eng­ 
land and France—a la the Rome-Berlin axis—or 
even the formality of consulting the Other Great 
Dissatisfieds, Stalin decided that the boundaries 
fixed at the conclusion of World war I weren’t all 
A-1 and set out to correct them. And no one k new 
he was coming. 
The p oser is “Why ?” and the 
answer is not easy . 
Surely Russia doesn’t need 
“lebensraum.” 
She’s got half of Asia to p lay 
around in. 
The conquests—if conquests they are 
—made to date aren’t p olitical and don’t materially 


affect the numbers of her p eop le or the strength 
of her industrial machine. 
The answer can’t lie 
wholly in simp le desire for more land, p ure ag­ 
gression, p rotection of minorities or an egomaniacal 
lust for p iower—the stock cliches. 
The imp ortant gain made by Russia—in fact the 
seeming goal of her p arley s behind the deep 
Kremlin 
walls—is 
the 
acquisition 
of strategic 
bases from which the Red army and Red navy 
can either launch an attack or dig in for defense 
without endangering the Soviet Union p rop er. 
Moscow and Leningrad are being beautifully p ro­ 
tected—but from what? 
England and 
France 
aren’t lik ely to launch a land attack o n the so­ 
viets, not with Germany block ing the road. 
The 
only p owerful neighbor within strik ing distance 
on the west is the Third Reich, and she seemingly 
doesn’t have much sp are time at the moment. 
Berlin’s belief that the soviet leaders will see 
fit to declare war eventually against England and 
France seems as much insp ired by wishful think ­ 
ing as the Allies’ announcement of the demise of 
the 
submarine 
menace. 
Stalin 
isn’t 
jump ing 
either at conclusions or against them. 
He’s sit­ 
ting tight as the Germans and French in their 
fortresses, watching both sides, loving neither, but 
with the cap ability of lik ing one more than the 
other if Russia’s self-interests warrant. 
The an­ 
swer to the riddle of the soviet’s future foreign 
p olicy —and p ossibly the answer to the future of 
communistic 
dictatorship , 
fascist 
totalitarianism 
and democratic morality —may dep end on who, if 
any body , can induce Stalin to fight.

Nebrask a hosp itals have been p laced on the con­ 
ditionally ap p roved list. 
For the nation as a whole there are 2,720 hos­ 
p itals on the ap p roved list. 
On a rough statistical 
basis the ratio of ap p roved hosp itals to p op ula­ 
tion is slightly higher in Nebrask a than for the 
nation as a whole. 
Considering Nebrask a's relatively short sp an 
•ince admission to statehood and also recognizing 
its lack of large centers of p op ulaticm this fine 
condition rep resents a remark able achievement.

MEDICAL SCIENCE HAS SOME 


METHODS AIDING THE DEAF 
Deafness is relative. 
Since the 
introduction of the audiometer it 
has been p ossible to measure the 
amount of deafness and record it 
quite accurately . 
An ear-p iece 
is clamp ed over the ear, the other 
ear is stop p ed 
and 
sounds of 
different loudness are p roduced, 
beginning with the faintest sound 
heard by the normal ear. 
The 
p erson being tested mak es a sign 
at the first sound heard. 
The 
other ear is tested in the same 
way. 


The degrees of sound are called 
decibels. 
Loss of nine decibels is 
considered the p oint at which hear­ 
ing 
handicap occurs. 
In 
other 
words, it is the lowest degree of 
deafness. Tests of school children 
show that about six p er cent have 
a loss of nine decibels or more. 
It is fair to assume that the adult 
p op ulation contains 
at 
least as 
large a number of relatively deaf 
p ersons. 
In childhood the causes of deaf­ 
ness are, for the most p art, due to 
infection—infection of 
the 
ear 
following 
infectious 
d i s e a ses, 
such as carlet fever and measles 
or from infected 
adenoids 
and 
tonsils, or chronic infection of the 
nose. 
These cases p resent fairly 
hop eful p rosp ects, if not for the 
relief of the deafness, at least for 
p revention of further imp airment. 
If nothing else can be done, at 
least these children can be taught 
lip reading and other aids, and 
can be 
segregated in 
school so 
that they are not in comp etition 
with their 
more 
favored com­ 
p anions. 


Different Story . 
The deafness which comes on 
in adult life is a different story . 
It is slowly p rogressive, begin­ 
ning with head noises and ring­ 
ings that are often more annoy ing 
than the deafness itself. The cause 
is otosclerosis, a rep lacement of 
new sp ongy bone around the inter­ 
nal ear which fixes the small bones 
of the middle ear so that the vi­ 
bration and 
the 
conduction of 


sound are imp ossible. 
It would 
be unfair, in the p resent state of 
medical k nowledge, to hold out 
much hop e for cure or even for 
arresting the p rogress of the deaf­ 
ness in these cases. 
I have long thought that the 
p rincip al treatm ent of this ty p e 
of deafness is p sy chological rath­ 
er than medical. 
The author of 
a recent textbook say s, I think 
wisely : 
“The 
p atient 
must be 
encouraged to learn lip reading 
as soon as the diagnosis has been 
made; while there is still useful 
hearing, it is easy to learn and, 
when exp ertly done, rep laces the 
lost hearing 
in 
all 
situations 
when the lip s of the sp eak er can 
be seen by the p atient. For other 
p urp oses a 
hearing 
aid of the 
electric ty p e, with a bone con­ 
duction receiver, is most help ­ 
ful.” 
Modern surgery is much less ef­ 
ficient here than in the organs 
of sight. 
Nature has p ut the eye 
on the surface of the body , but 
it has lock ed away hearing in the 
fastnesses of a 
grotto of 
solid 
bone. 
But exp erimental surgical 
researchers hold out 
the 
hop e 
that some p ractical method may 
soon be p erfected. 
Advice of Essay ist. 
I have written of some of the 
trials of 
such 
p ersons. 
There 
may be added here the advice of 
the charming essay ist, E. S, Mar­ 
tin: “A deaf man who really 
wants to be good has it in his 
favor that there are a number 
of sinful things he cannot do to 
advantage. 
He cannot p lay p ok ­ 
er, he cannot flirt, he has even 
a greater incentive to be temp er­ 
ate than most men, for carousals 
are dull sp ort to a deaf man. 
He 
had better be good. 
He may be 
virtuous and still not be hap p y — 
whatever the cop ybook s declare 
—but certainly , being deaf, he has 
a great deal better chance of be­ 
ing hap p y by stick ing to virtue 
than by try ing to be successfully 
wick ed.”
